ARUBA—The Ministers 
of Justice of Aruba and 
the Netherlands Antilles 
have agreed on the future 
organization of the Joint 
Court of Justice. Aruba 
Minister Rudy Croes (MEP) 
and Antilles Minister David 
Dick (PAR) have announced 
that the Court will remain in 
Curagao. 

Their proposal regarding the 
matter previously brought up 
for discussion by Aruba will 
be presented in the Kingdom 
Council of Ministers at the end 
of this week, during a meeting 
during which the Council will 
decide on the organization of 
the court after the dismantling 
of the Netherlands Antilles. 
The Aruba-Curagao proposal 
assumes that there will be 
one Court for the Caribbean 
countries of the Dutch 


Kingdom, as the draft 
consensus Kingdom Law 
on the Joint Court already 
suggested. Aruba had voted 
against this proposal last year. 
The difference now planned 
is that a vice-president will 
be appointed for each country 
(Aruba, Curagao, St. Maarten 
and the BES islands). 

The president and the Court 
will officially remain in 
Curagao, but will be changed 
regularly. 

According to the two ministers, 
such a construction preserves 
the autonomy of the countries. 
The registry offices of the 
countries will belong to one 
organization, but the registrar 
of each country retains its 
entire authority and assists the 
vice-president. 

It is not known whether the 
Netherlands will agree to 


this new proposal. Antillean 
Minister David Dick stated 
that there was no plan B if 
the Netherlands did not agree, 
although he was pleased that 
Aruba and Curagao were on 
the same wavelength again. 
The minister did not appreciate 
that Curagao and the 
Netherlands had been accused 
of imposing something on 
Aruba regarding the future of 
the Court. 

Therefore, both ministers 
decided to meet. 

Croes, who had decided at the 
last moment not to participate 
in the judicial tripartite 
consultation between the three 
Kingdom countries last week, 
still had an informal meeting 
with Dick. 

Dick then flew to Aruba for 
further talks, which resulted in 
the mutual proposal. □

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BIS islands office holders keep rights with new status 


THE HAGUE-Existing 
regulations on the legal 
position of office holders, 
namely the Lt. Governor, 
Commissioners and Island 
Council members, on Bonaire, 
Saba and St. Eustatius will 
largely remain the same when 
the islands become part of the 
Dutch Constellation. They 
will not be transferred to the 
Dutch system of political 
office holders. 

Dutch Minister of Home 
Affairs and Kingdom 
Relations Guusje ter Horst 
stated this in a letter to the 
Second Chamber dated June 
26, 2009. The letter provides 
information on the current 
and future legal position of 
persons holding office on the 
three islands and it also gives 
details on their earnings. 

The letter was promised by 
State Secretary of Home 
Affairs and Kingdom 
Relations Ank Bijleveld- 
Schouten during a meeting 


with Parliament’s Permanent 
Committee of Antillean and 
Aruban Affairs NAAZ late 
May this year. 

In the letter, Ter Horst 
explained that existing 
rights and privileges will be 
maintained as much as possible 
based on the point of departure 
that the current Antillean 
legislation will largely remain 
applicable when the new 
status of Bonaire, Saba and St. 
Eustatius goes into effect late 
2010 . 

“There will be no transfer to 
the Dutch system of political 
office holders,” stated Ter 
Horst, who also mentioned the 
differences in fiscal policies, 
the basic level of services, 
currency and the varying cost 
of living adjustment levels. 
The Minister said she saw “no 
reason” for a drastic review 
of the rights and privileges 
of elected and appointed 
government officials. 

Ter Horst further explained 
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that it wasn’t sensible to adapt 
the legal position in the time 
leading up to the next elections 
on the three islands of March 
2011. Lastly, she stated that 
it wasn’t feasible to adapt the 
current rights and privileges 
considering the connection 
with the legal position of 
government personnel such as 
police, coast guard, customs, 
prison system, the judiciary 
and island civil servants. 

In her letter to the Second 
Chamber, Ter Horst compared 
the earnings of the Lt. 
Governors, Commissioners 
and Island Council members 
to what their colleagues in 
the Netherlands earned. She 
explained that the earnings of 
the Lt. Governors on Saba and 
St. Eustatius were comparable 
to the income of a mayor of 
a Dutch municipality with a 


similar population size. The 
Lt. Governor of Bonaire earns 
less than a mayor of a Dutch 
municipality with a similar 
population size. 

According to a sheet provided 
by Ter Horst, the Lt. Governors 
of Saba and St. Eustatius earn a 
total salary ofNAf. 10,506 plus 
an allowance of NAf. 852. In 
Bonaire the Lt. Governor earns 
a salary ofNAf. 11,501 plus 
an allowance ofNAf. 1,085. 
In the Netherlands, a mayor 
of a town with a population 
of 14,001 to 24,000 earns 700 
to 2,000 euros more than his 
‘colleague’ in Bonaire. 
Commissioners in Bonaire 
and St. Eustatius earn less 
than aldermen of Dutch 
municipalities. Saban and 
Statian commissioners receive 
a salary of NAf. 8,700, 
whereas their colleagues on 


Bonaire earn NAf. 9,257. 
Aldermen of small Dutch 
towns comparable in size to 
Saba earn some 500 euros 
less then the commissioners 
on Saba. Aldermen of Dutch 
municipalities with 2,000- 
4,000 inhabitants earn some 
350 euros more than the 
commis sioners on S t. Eustatius. 
Because of the monetary 
system on the Netherlands 
Antilles, commissioners also 
receive an allowance since 
they are members of the Island 
Council. On Bonaire, Island 
Council members receive 
an allowance of Naf. 942, in 
St. Eustatius NAf. 800 and 
in Saba NAf. 418. With the 
exception of St. Eustatius, 
these amounts are comparable 
to the allowances of members 
of municipal councils in the 
Netherlands. □

Parliament not yet informed 
about scrapping of elections 


WILLEMSTAD—Parliament has not received 
any document or law proposal from the Central 
Government about the possible scrapping or 
postponement of elections due by January 
2010. It was decided in last week’s Political 
Steering Group (PSG) meeting that there was 
no need to elect a new parliament because the 
Netherlands Antilles is being dismantled and 
Country St. Maarten and Country Curasao 
are being set up, as well as the public entities 
Bonaire, St. Eustatius and Saba. 

Parliament President Pedro Atacho said Monday 
that if the elections were to be postponed or 
scrapped, Parliament needed to receive a law 
proposal to amend the constitution, because 
this clearly states that elections must be held 
every four years. “We will be waiting on any 
proposal or documentation from the Central 
Government on this matter,” he said. 

The draft amendment to the constitution 
should also be ready for approval by the end of 
September when the PSG is set to meet again 
and a formal decision is to be made on when 
the Antilles will cease to exist and the new 
countries and entities will be birthed, Atacho 
said. This amendment must be passed before 
January 2010. 

If the draft amendment is ready by the end of 
September and clears the Advisory Council 


and the first round of Parliament, “it might 
be possible in one to two months to have that 
approved.” 

Two-thirds of the 22-member Parliament must 
agree to any change to the constitution. Changes 
would also need to be vetted and approved by 
the Kingdom Government. 

Amending the constitution is also a longer 
procedure than any change to any other law, 
Atacho said. “It is not something that only 
the Parliament of the Netherlands Antilles 
will be dealing with [this] with the Central 
Government. Also the Kingdom Government 
must give its comments on the law proposal.” 
Parliament and the Kingdom Government must 
approve the change to the constitution. Before 
the change can become effective, it must be 
published in the National Gazette. 

Changing the constitution can be a lengthy 
process. Atacho pointed out that the amendment 
to the constitution to make Parliament 
independent from the Central Government had 
taken several years to be completed. 

“If there is the necessary cooperation of the 
Dutch Government, the Antillean Government, 
and Parliament, and not to forget the cooperation 
of the civil servants on both sides of the ocean, 
it would be possible to have that ready within a 
relatively short period of time,” he said.Q

NEWY ORK-Investors kicked 
off the stock market’s third 
quarter with a moderate gain 
after getting some reassuring 
data on manufacturing and 
housing. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose by 0.7 percent 
Wednesday, rebounding from 
the previous day’s selloff 
that was triggered by a drop 
in consumer confidence. 
Other indexes made moderate 
advances as well. 

The buying was tempered by 
caution ahead of Thursday’s 
June jobs report. 

“That’s going to be the big 
one,” said Chris Johnson, 
president of Johnson Research 
Group. “People are keeping 
their eye on the unemployment 
figure.” 

The Labor Department is 
expected to report another 
uptick in the unemployment 
rate to 9.6 percent, according 
to economists surveyed by 
Thomson Reuters. Growing 
unemployment has been 
keeping investors nervous 
about consumer spending — a 
major driver of growth. 

Much of Wednesday’s data 
was positive, including a 
report showing more stable 
manufacturing activity in the 
United States, and another 
indicating the fourth straight 
monthly rise in pending home 
sales. Stocks also got a boost 
from European markets, 
which rose following similarly 
upbeat manufacturing data in 
that region. 

Not all of the economic 
news was upbeat, however. 
Construction spending fell in 
May by more than the market 
expected, and according to the 
ADP National Employment 
Report, the private sector 
lost more jobs in June than 
anticipated. 

Some of Wednesday’s bounce 
may simply have been due 
to stocks appearing cheaper 


following Tuesday’s drop 
and investors looking to put 
money to work as the new 
quarter began. 

“Some of the buying that 
wasn’t done yesterday is being 
done today,” said Richard E. 
Cripps, chief market strategist 
for Stifel Nicolaus, adding 
that he was surprised by 
Wednesday’s upward move. 
“There isn’t a lot of convincing 
volume here to read too much 
into this.” 

The Dow rose 57.06, or 
0.7 percent, to 8,504.06. It 
climbed as high as 8,580.47 in 
earlier trading, but then pared 
its gains as the day went on. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 4.01, or 0.4 percent, 
to 923.33. The Nasdaq 
composite index rose 10.68, 
or 0.6 percent, to 1,845.72. 
Scott Fullman, director of 
derivatives investment strategy 
for WJB Capital Group, said 
the employment report — 
along with thin, pre-holiday 
trading volumes — could 
make for a volatile market 
Thursday. U.S. markets are 
closed Friday in observance 
of the July Fourth holiday. 
Nonetheless, investors remain 
optimistic that the economy 
will be in better shape by the 
end of the year. “The belief 
is the worst is behind us,” 
Fullman said. 

About three stocks rose for 
every one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
consolidated volume came to 
a lower-than-usual 4 billion 
shares, versus 4.9 billion 
shares the day before. 

Bond prices were little 
changed. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note, which moves opposite its 
price, was flat at 3.54 percent. 
In an upbeat earnings report, 
General Mills Inc. said its 
fiscal fourth-quarter profit 
nearly doubled. The maker of 
Cheerios cereal and Yoplait 
yogurt also offered earnings 
guidance for 2010 above 
analysts’ expectations. Shares 


rose $2.16, or 3.9 percent, to 
$58.18. 

The biggest gainer among 
the 30 Dow stocks was Kraft 
Foods Inc., another food 
maker. Kraft rose $1.27, or 5 
percent, to $26.61. 

Analysts say earnings reports 
coming in the next few weeks 
will largely determine which 
way the market heads in the 
third quarter. Investors are 
especially eager to hear what 
companies have to say about 
business prospects in the 
second half of the year. 
Markets have made a stunning 
recovery since hitting 12-year 
lows in early March. All the 
major indexes rose by double¬ 
digit percentage points in the 
second quarter, while the S&P 
500 index and the Nasdaq 
composite index finished 
higher for the first six months 
of 2009. 

The major indexes have pulled 
back from multi-month highs 


in mid-June amid growing 
doubts about the strength of 
the economy’s recovery. 

But Eric Ross, director of 
research at Canaccord Adams, 
said he doesn’t think investors 
have fully appreciated how 
much the economy has 
stabilized. 


“They are waiting for another 
leg down on the market, and 
I’m not sure we’re going to 
see it,” Ross said. “There 
is too much money on the 
sidelines.” 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies rose 9.18, 
or 1.8 percent, to 517.46. □ 


Dollar slips vs euro, pound 
on mixed economic data 


NEW YORK - The dollar was lower against 
most major currencies Wednesday on mixed 
economic reports that showed more stable 
manufacturing activity and a rise in pending 
home sales. 

Investors were also awaiting data on 
unemployment for June to be released 
Thursday, as well as an interest rate decision 
by the European Central Bank. 

The 16-nation euro bought $1.4148 in late 
New York trading, up from the $1.4042 it 
bought late Tuesday. The British pound inched 
up to $1.6474 from $1.6462. 

The Institute for Supply Management, a 
trade group of purchasing executives, said 
its manufacturing index registered 44.8 in 
June, up from 42.8 in May. Analysts polled 
by Thomson Reuters had expected a reading 
of 44.5. 

A reading below 50 indicates contraction. 
June’s reading marks the 17th straight month 
of deterioration in manufacturing. 

The National Association of Realtors, 
meanwhile, said pending home sales rose for 
a fourth straight month in May. The index of 
pending sales, which tracks signed contracts 


to purchase previously owned homes, rose 0.1 
percent to 90.7, better than expected. 

Also Wednesday, a Commerce Department 
report showed that construction spending 
fell 0.9 percent in May, nearly double the 0.5 
percent economists had expected, and activity 
in the past two months was revised lower. 

The ECB is expected to keep its key interest 
rate unchanged at 1 percent at its meeting 
in Luxembourg Thursday and will likely 
cautiously note some signs that the euro 
zone economy is stabilizing following 
unprecedented liquidity injections and big 
declines in the cost of borrowing. 

Higher interest rates can support a currency 
as investors steer funds to better returns in 
investments denominated in that currency. 
Currency trading may gain further direction 
from Thursday’s U.S. non-farm payrolls 
report. U.S. markets are closed Friday in 
observance of the Independence Day holiday. 
In other late trading Wednesday, the dollar 
dropped to 1.1490 Canadian dollars from 
1.1621 late Tuesday, and fell to 1.0747 Swiss 
francs from 1.0853 francs. The dollar rose to 
96.52 Japanese yen from 96.32 yen.Q

LOS ANGELES - A plan to 
bury Michael Jackson at his 
sprawling Neverland ranch 
fizzled Wednesday, leaving 
details about his funeral 
undecided as another mystery 
was solved: His newly 
unveiled will says his mother 
should raise his children, or 
failing her, Diana Ross. 

The changing funeral 
circumstances thwarted 
many Jackson fans who had 
descended on the estate in 
the rolling hills near Santa 
Barbara with the hope of 
attending a public viewing. 
“We’re terribly disappointed,” 
said Ida Barron, 44, who 
arrived with her husband Paul 
Barron, 56, intending to spend 
several days in a tent. 

“We were going to listen to 
music and watch Michael 
Jackson DVDs and party all 
night long, not just to have 
fun, but in memory of Michael 
Jackson,” Paul Barron said. 
“Now we’re going to have to 
just go home.” 

Jackson’s 7-year-old will, 
filed Wednesday in a Los 
Angeles court, gives his entire 
estate to a family trust and 
names his 79-year-old mother 
Katherine and his children as 
beneficiaries. The will also 
estimates the current value of 
his estate at more than $500 
million. 

Katherine Jackson was 
appointed their guardian, 
with entertainer Diana Ross, 
a longtime friend of Michael 
Jackson, named successor 
guardian if something happens 
to his mother. Ross introduced 
the Jackson 5 on the Ed 
Sullivan Show in the late 
1960s and was instrumental 
in launching their career. 
Meanwhile, Jackson family 
spokesman Ken Sunshine 
said a public memorial was 
in the works for Jackson 
but wouldn’t be held at 
Neverland. In addition, it 
appeared more likely that a 
funeral and burial would take 
place in Los Angeles, a person 
familiar with the situation told 
The Associated Press. 

But the person, who is not 
authorized to speak for 
the family and requested 
anonymity, said nothing was 
planned for Neverland, at 
least through Friday. 

The person said billionaire 


Thomas Barrack, who owns 
Neverland in a joint venture 
with Jackson, sought an 
exemption to bury the singer 
at the ranch. But the person 
says it’s a complicated process 
and it couldn’t be done for a 
burial this week. 

“The family is aware a 
Neverland burial is not 
possible. They are expected to 
make decisions about whatever 
funeral and memorial service” 
will take place, the person 
said. 

Heavy construction equipment 
and workers were seen passing 
through the wrought-iron gates 
of Neverland on Tuesday. It 
wasn’t clear what they were 
doing. The property is about 
120 miles northwest of Los 
Angeles. 

At once a symbol of Jackson’s 
success and excesses, 
Neverland — nestled in wine 
country — became the site of 
a makeshift memorial after his 
death. 

In Los Angeles, Jackson’s 
lawyer John Branca and 
family friend John McClain, a 
music executive, were named 
in the will as co-executors 
of his estate. In a statement, 
they said the most important 
element of the will was 
Jackson’s steadfast desire that 
his mother become the legal 
guardian for his children. 

“As we work to carry out 
Michael’s instructions to 
safeguard both the future of 
his children as well as the 
remarkable legacy he left us 
as an artist, we ask that all 
matters involving his estate 
be handled with the dignity 
and the respect that Michael 
and his family deserve,” the 
statement said. 

The will doesn’t name father 


Joe Jackson to any position of 
authority in administering the 
estate. 

The executors moved quickly 
to take control of all of Michael 
Jackson’s property, going to 
court hours after filing the will 
to challenge a previous ruling 
that gave Katherine Jackson 
control of 2,000 items from 
Neverland. 

Paul Gordon Hoffman, an 
attorney for the executors, told 
Superior Court Judge Mitchell 
Beckloff his clients are the 
proper people to take over 
Jackson’s financial affairs. He 
called Katherine Jackson’s 
speed in getting limited power 
over her son’s property “a 
race to the courthouse that is 
frankly improper.” 

Judge Beckloff urged attorneys 
from both sides to try to reach 
a compromise. 

“I would like the family to 
sit down and try to make this 
work so that we don’t have 
a difficult time in court,” the 
judge said. A hearing on the 
estate was set for Monday. 

The will, dated July 7, 2002, 
gives the entire estate to the 
Michael Jackson Family Trust. 
Details of the trust will not be 
made public. 

The documents said Jackson’s 
estate consisted almost entirely 
of “non-cash, non-liquid 
assets, including primarily 
an interest in a catalog of 
music royalty rights which is 
currently being administered 
by Sony ATV, and the interests 
of various entities.” 

Jackson owns a 50 percent 
stake in the massive Sony-ATV 
Music Publishing Catalog, 
which includes music by the 
Beatles, Bob Dylan, Neil 
Diamond, Lady Gaga and the 
Jonas Brothers. □ 



Media on standby for 
Jackson memorial plans

NEW YORK - The mysteries that continue to surround 
Michael Jackson’s death include a frustrating and potentially 
costly one for news organizations: how and when the fallen 
pop idol will be laid to rest and where a memorial service 
would be held. 

A memorial is being planned, but not at Jackson’s former 
Neverland Ranch in Santa Barbara, Calif. Some news 
organizations had been privately planning for a Neverland 
viewing or burial on Friday, the beginning of a holiday 
weekend. Now plans are on hold and reporter vigils 
continue. 

“It can be a little bit of a hassle,” said CBS News executive 
Susan Zirinsky. “But this is the funeral of a celebrity that has 
great interest. We’ll figure it out. This is not the same as a 
massive terrorist attack.” 

There’s little indication that media interest is fading. Six days 
after Jackson’s death, it was still the lead story on all three 
network morning news shows. Even though its producer 
admitted to some doubts about it earlier Tuesday, a Katie 
Couric-anchored CBS News special won its time slot with 
8.2 million viewers, according to Nielsen Media Research. 
CNN called it a “shocking change of plans” when a Jackson 
family spokesman said Wednesday there would be nothing at 
Neverland. The network said sources had been telling CNN 
that something was planned there for Friday. 

In addition to upending plans, the announcement illustrated 
the difficulty in hunting for solid information in a competitive 
environment when it’s not really clear who has it. That was 
particularly evident when Matt Lauer interviewed Jackson 
family friend A1 Sharpton on the “Today” show Wednesday, 
when Sharpton was unable to answer several questions 
because he’d been in New York for two days and away from 
the Jacksons. 

On “The Early Show,” CBS reported on questions about 
the paternity of Jackson’s children with the Internet trio of 
Harvey Levin, Diane Dimond and Roger Friedman, who 
delivered contradictory information without naming sources, 
leaving the issue cloudier than when the story began. 

One logistical advantage for networks is that they have sizable 
Los Angeles bureaus. Although ABC, for example, has sent 
a dozen or so extra people in for the story on an open-ended 
basis, it’s not like transporting large staffs into remote areas, 
said Kate O’Brian, senior vice president of news. 

“As frustrating as it can be, we do this for a living,” O’Brian 
said. “So our folks are kind of used to it.” 

CNN has sent Anderson Cooper and Sanjay Gupta to Los 
Angeles for the story with no indication of how long they 
will be there. Larry King is already based there. MSNBC will 
use correspondent Chris Jansing as its chief correspondent 
and anchor the story from New York over the weekend, with 
staffing plans dependent on what the Jacksons decide, a 
spokesman said. 

“I don’t know what tomorrow is going to bring on this story,” 
said Bart Feder, senior vice president of current programming 
at CNN. “I just know we’re going to be prepared for it.” 

Two further indications that networks expect the story to 
have staying power: ABC News said its Friday “20/20” will 
be devoted to Jackson, and CNN announced two weekend 
repeats of its Jackson documentary that already ran multiple 
times last weekend. 

NBC’s Lauer headed across the country after Wednesday’s 
“Today” show for Neverland, where some fans have been 
conducting a vigil. He was given access to the grounds for 
Thursday’s show by the real estate company that now owns 
it, said Jim Bell, “Today” executive producer. □

NEW YORK (Reuters) - Angelina Jolie is Hollywood’s top 
earning actress, banking $27 million in the past year to beat out 
her partner Brad Pitt’s ex-wife Jennifer Aniston, who raked in 
$25 million, a Forbes.com study showed on Wednesday. 

Most of Jolie’s income came from her share of the profits from 
her action film “Wanted,” but she was also paid a large upfront 
sum for her role in “Salt,” the study said. Jolie and Pitt have six 
children. 

Aniston, who was married to Pitt before he became involved with 
Jolie, earned most of her millions from the romantic comedy 
“Marley and Me” and her upcoming film “The Baster.” 
“Aniston also still earns money from (reruns of TV series) 
Friends and she gets a nice paycheck shilling for Glaceau’s 
SmartWater,” Forbes.com said. 

Meryl Streep came in at No. 3 with $24 million, most of which 
came from her role in “Mamma Mia,” while Sarah Jessica Parker 
was ranked fourth with $23 million in earnings following the 
movie version of TV series “Sex and the City.” 

Cameron Diaz rounds out the top five, banking $20 million 
between June 2008 and June 2009. 

Forbes.com said it spoke to agents, managers, producers and 
lawyers to work out what actresses were paid upfront for 
movies they are currently shooting and what pay they might 
have earned after a movie hit the theaters. Money earned from 
perfume or clothing lines was also taken into account. 

“As is still typical for Hollywood, our actresses earned 
significantly less than their male counterparts,” Forbes.com 
said, pointing out that the top earning male actor, Harrison Ford, 
made $65 million. □

California, other states 
face tough budget choices

SACRAMENTO, California (AP) — Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger declared a fiscal 
emergency Wednesday to address California’s 
deficit and ordered state offices closed three 
days a month to save cash. 

The Legislature will have 45 days to send him a 
plan to balance the state’s budget, which ended 
the fiscal year with a $24.3 billion deficit. The 
shortfall is expected to grow by as much as $7 
billion because the Legislature did not enact 
several stopgap measures on Tuesday. 

If lawmakers fail to act within the 45 days, they 
cannot adjourn or act on other bills until they 
solve the crisis. 

Meanwhile, legislators in more than a half- 
dozen other states frantically worked to stave 
off government shutdowns and devastating 
service cuts. 

In Illinois, home to the third-largest U.S. city 
Chicago, the sputtering drive to come up with 
a state budget broke down completely Tuesday, 
leaving the state without any plan for paying its 
employees or delivering government services. 
The session ended without any firm plans to 
return or even for state leaders to resume 
negotiations. 

In Pennsylvania, Gov. Ed Rendell said Tuesday 
night he didn’t think an agreement with 


lawmakers would come soon. State workers 
are to receive only partial pay on July 17 and 
July 24, after which paychecks will be withheld 
entirely until the impasse is solved. They will 
then be paid retroactively. 

The end of June marked the end of the fiscal 
year in many U.S. states, meaning lawmakers 
worked late Tuesday to pass budgets in a year 
that has seen the recession take a devastating 
toll on government finances. 

Arizona, Indiana, Ohio, Connecticut and 
Mississippi also were among the other states 
that raced against the clock to pass budgets 
— and avoid crippling consequences. 

Lallout from California’s budget mess 
threatened to spread nationwide because of 
the sheer size of the state’s economy, is eighth- 
largest in the world. Though California is just 
one of 50 U.S. states, it is home to one in eight 
Americans. 

California’s government shutdown will lead 
to a third furlough day for 235,000 state 
employees, bringing their total pay cut to about 
14 percent. 

“California needed the Legislature to act boldly 
and with conviction. Their response was not a 
solution to California’s budget problem but an 
invitation to actually a bigger financial crisis,” 
Schwarzenegger said.

California’s deficit has been 
widening this year as tax 
revenue, leaving the state with 
too little money to pay all its 
bills. 

Chiang, the state controller, 
has said he will have to issue 
about $3 billion worth of 
promissory notes this month 
to state contractors, college 


students and taxpayers owed 
refunds unless there is a 
budget-balancing agreement. 
California will not run out 
of cash immediately. While 
spending obligations will begin 
outpacing revenue without a 
balanced budget in place, the 
promissory notes will delay 
a cash crisis until September.

Republicans lose last Jewish senator

WASHINGTON (AP) — The defeat of 
incumbent Norm Coleman in the drawn- 
out Minnesota Senate race leaves U.S. 
Republicans without a Jewish senator for the 
first time in half a century. 

Coleman’s departure comes two months 
after the Republicans’ other Jewish member, 
Arlen Specter, switched parties to become 
a Democrat. Coleman conceded his long- 
contested race with Democratic challenger 
A1 Franken on Tuesday after the Minnesota 
Supreme Court rejected Coleman’s legal 
challenge. 


Republicans have had at least one Jewish 
senator since New York’s Jacob Javits took 
office in 1957, reaching a peak of three during 
the mid-1980s. 

In the House, Eric Cantor has risen quickly 
since he took office in 2001 to become the 
minority whip, the second-ranked House 
Republican. His other distinction is that, since 
2003, he is the only Jewish Republican in the 
43 5-member body. 

That is down from eight Jewish Republican 
members who served in the House during the 
1990s. 

There are currently 30 Democrats in the House 
who list their religion as Jewish. Q 
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ICE launches workplace immigration crackdown

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Obama administration 
launched investigations 
of hundreds of businesses 
around the U.S. Wednesday 
as part of its strategy to focus 
immigration enforcement on 
the employers who hire illegal 
workers. 

Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement has begun 
notifying businesses of 
plans to audit their 1-9 forms 

— employment eligibility 
documents that employers 
fill out for every worker 

— the agency told members 
of Congress in an e-mail 
Wednesday. 

President Barack Obama 
has said his administration’s 
strategy for stemming illegal 
immigration would focus on 
employers who hire illegal 
workers. 

The Bush administration was 
criticized for deploying armed 
agents to raid businesses and 
arrest workers suspected to be 
working illegally. Critics said 
the Bush administration did 
not do enough to go after the 
employers. 

Immigration officers served 
“Notices of Inspection” to 
652 businesses, the Homeland 
Security Department said. By 
comparison, 503 such notices 
were issued to businesses 
last year, the agency said. 
Businesses were chosen for 
inspections based on leads 
and other investigative work, 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement said. 

Employers are required to 
keep the 1-9 forms and must 
check the authenticity of 
documents provided by the 
employee. The Homeland 
Security Department said it 
would not release the names 
or locations of the businesses 
that are being audited because 
of the ongoing investigations. 
“ICE is committed to 
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establishing a meaningful 1-9 
inspection program to promote 
compliance with the law,” 
John Morton, Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement 
director, said in a statement. 
“This nationwide effort is a 
first step in ICE’s longterm 
strategy to address and deter 
illegal employment.” 

The Obama administration 
has been trying to build its 
credibility on immigration 
enforcement to boost the 
chances of passing an 
immigration reform bill in 
Congress. The administration 
has doubted whether it has 
enough votes right now to 
pass immigration reform. But 
some members of Congress 


emerged from a meeting 
with Obama last week saying 
immigration reform could be 
done by the end of the year or 
early next year. 

The 1-9 audits are certain 
to cause concern among 
employers who have 
complained that identifying 
illegal workers is fraught with 
problems, from recognizing 
fake identity documents made 
to look authentic to risking 
violating anti-discrimination 
laws. 

Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano has said 
investigations will focus on 
businesses that knowingly 
hire immigrants who cannot 
legally work in the U.S.Q

Flight diverted to NM after passenger gets naked

ALBUQUERQUE, New Mexico (AP) 
— A passenger stripped naked during 
a US Airways flight and resisted a 
flight attendant’s efforts to cover him 
with a blanket before two off-duty law 
enforcement officers on board subdued 
and handcuffed him, authorities said 
Wednesday. 

Keith Wright, 50, of the Bronx in New 
York, was taken into custody after he 
disrobed while sitting in his seat in the 
back of Flight 705 on Tuesday evening, 
authorities said. The plane was carrying 
about 148 passengers from North 
Carolina to Los Angeles, the airline 
said. 

Wright was unresponsive when a flight 
attendant asked him to put his clothes 
back on, said Dan Jiron, a spokesman for 
the Albuquerque airport. “She asked him 


on more than one occasion to put on his 
clothes. She covered him with a blanket 
and he took that off,” Jiron said. 

Wright punched and kicked the flight 
attendant, who asked two off-duty law 
officers for help, according to a criminal 
complaint. A Los Angeles police officer 
and sheriff’s deputy helped the flight 
attendant subdue and handcuff Wright 
before the flight landed, Jiron said. 

The flight attendants also were dealing 
with an unrelated onboard medical 
emergency at the same time, which 
exacerbated the situation, the FBI said. 
The aircraft was diverted because of 
the medical emergency, and Wright’s 
actions were a secondary reason for the 
unplanned landing, the complaint said. 
Roger Finzel, an assistant federal public 
defender representing Wright, said he 
has not yet met with his client and had 
no information about the case other than 


what was in the complaint. 

Wright told the FBI he is suffering from 
a bipolar disorder and had not taken his 
prescribed medication before leaving 
New York that morning, the criminal 
complaint said. Wright told the FBI he 
recalled nothing about the flight or his 
behavior, it said. 

Wright had been seen dancing in a 
crowded boarding area before the flight, 
but when approached by Flight Service 
Supervisor Claudia Kearney, he told her 
he had drunk one beer. Kearney told the 
FBI she did not smell alcohol on him and 
determined he was well enough to travel, 
the complaint said. 

US Airways spokeswoman Valerie 
Wunder could not confirm that Kearney 
worked for the airline.

Manuel Zelaya into exile. 
The U.S. withheld stronger 
action, however, in hopes of 
negotiating a peaceful return of 
the country’s elected leader. 
The Organization of American 
States, meeting in Washington, 
gave Honduran coup leaders 
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three days to restore Zelaya 
to power, under threat of 
suspending Honduras’ OAS 
membership. Afterward, 
several officials said the 
administration was reviewing 
the possibility of cutting off 
U.S. aid. 

Robert Gibbs, the White 
House press secretary, said, 
“We continue to monitor the 
situation and will respond 
accordingly as events 
transpire.” 

At the State Department, 
spokesman Ian C. Kelly said 
the department’s top diplomat 
for the Americas, Thomas 
Shannon, met with Zelaya at 
OAS headquarters Tuesday 
night. Kelly would not reveal 
details, except to say Zelaya 
thanked the administration for 
supporting his unconditional 
return to power. 

Kelly said he was not aware 
of any plan to recall the 
U.S. ambassador from the 
Honduran capital. Another 
official, speaking on condition 
of anonymity to discuss 
internal deliberations, said 
the administration believes 
it stands a better chance of 
achieving a peaceful outcome 
if it keeps a diplomat in 


Tegucigalpa. 

The official also said the United 
States was not advocating that 
the matter be taken up by the 
U.N. Security Council. 

Kelly said the administration 
still was studying whether the 
forced removal of Zelaya was 
a military coup in a legal sense 
that would trigger a cutoff 
or suspension of American 
financial aid. 

“Our legal advisers are actively 
assessing the facts and the law 
in question, which we take 
very seriously,” Kelly said. 
The administration appeared 
to be counting on the threat 
of Honduras having its OAS 
membership suspended as 
leverage in getting Zelaya 
back in power. While the 
administration joined the 
OAS in calling for Zelaya’s 
unconditional return, with 
no limits on his presidential 
powers, it also seemed open to 
some form of compromise. 
U.S. officials said they were 
pleased that Zelaya, who had 
vowed to return to Honduras 
on Thursday, put that off after 
the OAS announced the three- 
day deadline for the country’s 
interim leaders to accept 
him. Zelaya was in Panama 
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on Wednesday to attend 
that country’s presidential 
inauguration. He said he 
would put off his return until 
the weekend. 

The decision to suspend U.S. 
military activities in Honduras 
was announced by Pentagon 
spokesman Bryan Whitman, 
who said, “We’ve postponed 
any activities in Honduras 
right now as we assess that 
situation.” 

Whitman would not be 
specific, but the suspension 
could have broad implications 
because the United States 
runs a large Central American 
security and countemarcotics 
operation from a jointly run air 
base in Honduras. Whitman 
said only operations affecting 
Honduras itself are on hold. 
Earlier, OAS Secretary- 
General Jose Miguel Insulza 
delivered what he called “an 
ultimatum” for Zelaya’s safe 
return. 

In a sharply worded resolution, 
the OAS said it vehemently 
condemned the coup and 
“the arbitrary detention and 
expulsion” of Zelaya. 

The coup, the OAS resolution 
said, has produced an 
“unconstitutional alteration of 
the democratic order.” 

Calling Zelaya’s overthrow an 
“old-fashioned coup,” Insulza 
said: “We need to show clearly 
that military coups will not 
be accepted. We thought we 
were in an era when military 
coups were no longer possible 
in this hemisphere.” 

Zelaya has said he intends 
to return home accompanied 
by Insulza, the presidents of 
Argentina and Ecuador and 
the head of the U.N. General 
Assembly to seek restoration 
of his authority. 

Roberto Micheletti, named 
by Honduras’ Congress as the 
new president, said Tuesday 
that Zelaya could be met with 
an arrest warrant if he should 
return. □ 
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Officials: Escaped pet 
python strangled child

OXFORD, Florida (AP) — A 
12-foot pet Burmese python 
broke out of an terrarium and 
strangled a 2-year-old girl 
in her bedroom Wednesday 
at a central Florida home, 
authorities said. 

Shaunnia Hare was already 
dead when paramedics 
arrived at about 10 a.m., 
police Lt. Bobby Caruthers 
said. 

Charles Jason Darnell, 
the snake’s owner and the 
boyfriend of Shaunnia’s 
mother, discovered the snake 
missing from its terrarium 
and went to the girl’s room, 
where he found it on the girl 
and bite marks on her head, 
Caruthers said. Darnell, 32, 
stabbed the snake until he 
was able to pry the child 
away. 

Authorities removed the 
snake from the home 
Wednesday afternoon. Once 
outside the small, tan home, 
bordered by cow pastures, 
the snake was placed in a bag 
then inside a dog crate. The 
snake was still alive. 

Darnell did not have a 
permit for the snake, which 
would be a second-degree 
misdemeanor, said Joy Hill, 
a spokeswoman with the 
Florida Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Commission. 
He has not been charged, but 


Caruthers said investigators 
were looking into whether 
there was child neglect or if 
any other laws were broken. 
Hill said the snake will be 
placed with someone who 
has a permit, pending an 
investigation into the girl’s 
death. 

The Humane Society of the 
United States said including 
Wednesday’s death, at least 
12 people have been killed 
in the U.S. by pet pythons 
since 1980, including five 
children. 

Burmese pythons are not 
native to Florida, but they 
easily survive in the state and 
can reach a length of 26 feet 
and weigh more than 200 
pounds. 

Some owners have freed 
pythons into the wild and a 
population of them has taken 
hold in the Everglades. One 
killed an alligator and then 
burst when it tried to eat it. 
Scientists also speculate a 
number of Burmese pythons 
escaped in 1992 from pet 
shops battered by Hurricane 
Andrew and have been 
reproducing since. 

“It’s becoming more and 
more of a problem, perhaps 
no fault of the animal, more 
a fault of the human,” said 
Jorge Pino, a state wildlife 
commission spokesman. 
“People purchase these 
animals when they’re small. 
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When they grow, they either 
can’t control them or release 
them.” 

George Van Horn, owner of 
Reptile World Serpentarium 
in St. Cloud, said the 
strangulation could have 
occurred because the snake 
felt threatened or because it 
thought the child was food. 
“They are always operating 
on instinct,” he said. “Even 
the largest person can 
become overpowered by a 
python. ”□

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Russian gambling halls shut down In most cities

MOSCOW (AP) — One of 
the glitziest symbols of cash- 
splashing Russians vanished 
from Russia’s cityscapes as 
a law banning casinos, slot- 
machine parlors and betting 
halls outside four remote 
regions of the country came 
into effect. 

The law, a brainchild of 
Russia’s famously anti-vice 
Prime Minister Vladimir 


Putin, was estimated to put 
400,000 people out of work 
at a time when Russia’s 
economic crisis is deepening 
and unemployment is rising. 
The government is also 
forgoing billions of tax dollars 
and observers say it could 
drive gambling — an industry 
understood to be controlled 
by a criminal element — 
underground. 

A gamble worth taking, say 
officials, who hope to root 


out the criminal element and 
project Putin’s image as a 
clean-cut workaholic onto the 
general population. 

Following the 1991 collapse 
of the Soviet Union, casinos 
mushroomed across the 
country, especially in the 
capital, drenched in oil wealth. 
Slot machines quickly spread 
beyond gaming halls to shops 
and malls across the country. 
As Moscow steadily accrued 
more dollar billionaires than 
almost any other city in the 
world, gambling exploded to 
produce several casino strips 
and a few multilevel super 
complexes. Drivers would 
fidget half-asleep at the wheel 
of souped-up SUVs that 
clotted casino parking lots, 
waiting into the early hours 
for their masters to play just 
one more hand. 

But as of midnight Wednesday, 
no more. Signs wereunscrewed, 
doors locked, equipment 


destroyed as Russia’s gaming 
industry dismantledpractically 
nationwide. 

Officials at some of the 
businesses said they would 
reopen as market research 
companies, or would rent out 
their valuable, often centrally 
located real estate. 

The gambling law, passed three 
years ago at then-President 
Putin’s initiative, confines 
gambling to four special zones 
in far-flung regions of Russia, 
most thousands of miles away 
from Moscow. 

Casinos and slot machines will 
be allowed to operate only in 
Kaliningrad on the Baltic Sea; 
the Primorsky region on the 
Pacific coast; the mountainous 
Altai region in Siberia; and 
near the southern cities of 
Krasnodar and Rostov, host to 
the 2014 Sochi Olympics. 
Construction at most of the 
sites is, however, still in its 
early stages, meaning it will 


be months or years before 
major legal gambling resumes 
in Russia. 

The lack of progress was 
painfully evident Wednesday 
at the southern Russian zone, 
straddling the regions of 
Krasnodar and Rostov on the 
Azov Sea. 

There, authorities have allotted 
a coastal stretch of land to a 
complex named Azov-City, an 
ambitious project of casinos 
and slot machine parlors that 
is currently little more than a 
construction site. 

Krasnodar region governor 
Alexander Tkachyov attended 
a humble ceremony marking 
the gambling zone’s first day, 
and used the occasion to call 
for investors to plow their 
cash into the region. 

A token roulette wheel and a 
couple of poker tables were 
set up in a marquee adjacent 
to the construction site to greet 
the new law. □ 
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Bolivia leader says Obama ‘lied’ about cooperation

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) — 
President Evo Morales on 
Wednesday accused Barack 
Obama of lying by pledging 
to change America’s 
historically heavy-handed 
relationship with Latin 
America and then halting 
$25 million in annual trade 
benefits for Bolivia. 

The U.S. on Tuesday said 
it is ending the import duty 
waivers because world’s 
No. 3 cocaine-producing 
country is not doing enough 
to reduce “unconstrained” 
cultivation of coca. 

Morales said the move 
contradicts Obama’s 

promise at the Summit of 
the Americas in April to 
be a peer rather than an 
overseer of countries in the 
region. “President Obama 
lied to Latin America when 
he told us in Trinidad and 
Tobago that there are not 
senior and junior partners,” 
he told reporters. 

The former coca-growers’ 
union leader, who expelled 
U.S. drug agents from his 
country last year, said the 
U.S. trade representative 
used “pure lies and insults” 
to justify its decision. 


The trade office saidtherehas 
been “explicit acceptance 
and encouragement of coca 
production at the highest 
levels of the Bolivian 
government.” 

Bolivia, which considers 
coca a sacred crop that 
has many traditional 

uses other than cocaine, 
says the U.S. move will 
cost the impoverished 

country about 20,000 jobs, 
particularly in textiles and 
leather. The country has 
had only limited success 
in developing alternatives 
to U.S. markets, said the of 
the Bolivian Foreign Trade 
Institute, Gary Rodriguez, 
told The Associated Press 
that Bolivia has had 

limited success in trying 
to compensate for the 
anticipated loss of U.S. 
markets and that he expected 
Tuesday’s announcement to 
lead to layoffs. 

“Neither Venezuela, Iran, 
Argentina or even Brazil 
have so far worked as 

alternative markets,” he 
said. 

Venezuela had promised to 
buy $13 million in goods 
over the past year but the La 
Paz exporter’s association, 
CAME, said Venezuela 


lacks the U.S. dollars to pay 
for them. 

The U.S. is extending tariff 
exemptions for Ecuador for 
another six months as part of 
the AndeanTrade Preference 
Act, but Ecuador, Peru and 
Colombia will see those 
duty-free privileges expire 
at year’s end. The region’s 
cocaine-producing and 
transit countries have been 
allowed to export thousands 
of products to the United 


States duty-free since 1991 
in hopes that income from 
legal exports will help wean 
peasants off selling coca, 
but that hasn’t happened. 
The U.S. government 
estimates Bolivia’s potential 
cocaine yield at 195 metric 
tons, and Morales himself 
said Wednesday that coca 
cultivation is up in Bolivia 
— by 6 percent last year 
by U.N. survey. But he said 
his government is making a 


good-faith control effort. 
U.S. drug agents say 
landlocked Bolivia exports 
most of its cocaine to 
Europe through Brazil and 
Argentina. The trade office 
said the DEA previously 
had 57 employees in four 
Bolivian cities. Now those 
agents are spread elsewhere 
across the region, leaving 
what U.S. law enforcement 
officials call a black hole in 
Bolivia. □

KABUL (AP)—Thousands 
of U.S. Marines and 
hundreds of Afghan troops 
moved into Taliban-infested 
villages with armor and 
helicopters early Thursday 
in the first major operation 
under President Barack 
Obama’s revamped strategy 
to stabilize Afghanistan. 
The offensive in the 
once-forgotten war was 
launched shortly after 1 
a.m. Thursday local time 
in Helmand province, a 
Taliban stronghold in the 
southern part of the country 
and the world’s largest 
opium poppy producing 
area. 

The goal is to clear 
insurgents from the hotly 
contested Helmand River 
Valley before the nation’s 
Aug. 20 presidential 
election. 

Dubbed Operation Khanjar, 
or “Strike of the Sword,” the 
military push was described 
by officials as the largest and 
fastest-moving of the war’s 
new phase. British forces 


last week led similar, but 
smaller, missions to fight 
and clear out insurgents in 
Helmand and neighboring 
Kandahar provinces. 
“Where we go we will stay, 
and where we stay, we will 
hold, build and work toward 
transition of all security 
responsibilities to Afghan 
forces,” Marine Corps Brig. 
Gen. Larry Nicholson said 
in a statement. 

Southern Afghanistan is 
a Taliban stronghold but 
also a region where Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai is 
seeking votes from fellow 
Pashtun tribesmen. 

The Pentagon is deploying 
21,000 additional troops to 
Afghanistan in time for the 
elections and expects the 
total number of U.S. forces 
there to reach 68,000 by 
year’s end. That is double 
the number of troops in 
Afghanistan in 2008, but 
still half of much as are 
now in Iraq. 

The Taliban who ruled 
Afghanistan between 1996 
and 2001 and were ousted 
from power following a 
U.S.-led invasion, have 


made a violent comeback, 
wreaking havoc in much of 
the country’s south and east 
forcing the United States to 
pour in the new troops. 
Capt. Bill Pelletier, a 
spokesman for the Marines 
said the troops involved 
in the Thursday operation 
were sent in by a mixture 
of aircraft and ground 
transport under the cover of 
darkness. 

The operation is aimed 
at putting pressure on 
insurgents, “and to show our 
commitment to the Afghan 
people that when we come 
in we are going to stay long 
enough to set up their own 
institutions,” Pelletier said. 
A roadside bomb wounded 
one of the Marines 
participating in the 
operation, but he was able 
to continue, while there 
were no reports of clashes 
in the operation’s initial 
stage, he said. 

Once on the ground, 
the troops will conduct 
meetings with local leaders, 
hear what their needs are, 
and act on them, Pelletier 
said. 


“We do not want people of 
Helmand province to see 
us as an enemy, we want 
to protect them from the 
enemy,” Pelletier said. 
Reversing the insurgency’s 
momentum has been one 
of the key components of 
the new U.S. strategy, and 
thousands of additional 
troops allow commanders 
to push and stay into areas 
where international and 
Afghan troops had no 
permanent presence before. 
While Marine troops were 
the bulk of the force, 
recently arrived U.S. Army 
helicopters were also taking 
part in the operation in 
Helmand province. 

In March, Obama unveiled 
his strategy for Afghanistan, 
seeking to defeat al-Qaida 
terrorists there and in 
Pakistan with a bigger force 
and a new commander. 
Taliban and other extremists, 
including those allied with 
al-Qaida, routinely cross 
the two nations’ border 
in Afghanistan’s remote 
south. 

The governor of Helmand 
province predicted the

operation would be “very 
effective.” 

“The security forces will 
build bases to provide 
security for the local people 
so that they can carry out 
every activity with this 
favorable background, and 
take their lives forward in 
peace,” Gov. Gulab Mangal 
said in a Pentagon news 
release. 

Obama’s strategy aims 
to boost the size of the 
Afghan army from 80,000 
to 134,000 troops by 2011 
— and greatly increase 
training by U.S. troops 
accompanying them — so 
the Afghan military can 
defeat Taliban insurgents 
and take control of the war. 
The White House also is 
pushing forces to set clear 
goals for a war gone awry, 
to get the American people 
behind them, to provide 
more resources and to make 
a better case for international 
support. 

There is no timetable for 
withdrawal, and the White 
House has not estimated 
how many billions of dollars 
its plan will cost.Q 
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Teen clung to Comoros plane wreckage for 13 hours

MORONI, Comoros (AP) - 
The lone survivor of a Yemeni 
jetliner crash, who clung to 
wreckage for 13 hours before 
being rescued, lay in a hospital 
bed with a broken collarbone, 
asking for little — except for a 
chance to see her mother. 

But relatives said 14-year- 
old Bahia Bakari was too 
traumatized to be told her 
mother was feared dead, along 
with 151 others on board the 
Yemenia airways flight. 

“I have told her that her mother 
is in the next room,” the girl’s 
uncle, Joseph Yousouf, told 
The Associated Press outside 
a hospital Wednesday in this 
former French colony, where 
the jetliner was attempting 
to land in fierce winds 
before dawn Tuesday when 
it slammed into the Indian 
Ocean. 

He said the girl was coherent 
and asking for food. 

“They were coming to Comoros 
for vacation,” Yousouf said 
of Bahia, who lived with her 
parents and three younger 
siblings outside Paris. “She 
was going to be staying with 
her grandmother.” 

The girl’s father, Kassim 
Bakari, described his daughter 
as “fragile” and said she 
could “barely swim,” but 
still managed to hang on for 
hours. 

Her account of the crash 
aftermath seemed to indicate 
others survived the initial 
impact. 

“I spoke to her this afternoon 
... and I asked her what 
happened,” Bakari said from 
his home in a suburb south 
of Paris. “She said 4 Papa, we 
saw the plane going down in 
the water. I was in the water, I 
could hear people talking, but 
I couldn’t see anyone. I was 
in the dark, I couldn’t see a 
thing.’” 

Bakari fingered his wife 
Aziza’s old passport as he 
recalled the final moments 
before she and his daughter 
boarded the plane in Paris. 
“When we arrived at the 
airport, I kissed both, then my 
wife turned around, she looked 
at me and she waved,” he said. 
“That was the last time I saw 
my wife alive. My daughter... 
I will see her again I hope, 


but for my wife it was the last 
time.” 

The passengers on the downed 
plane, an aging Airbus 310, 
were flying the last leg of 
a journey from Paris and 
Marseille to Comoros, with 
a stop in Yemen to change 
planes. Most on board were 
from Comoros and 66 were 
French citizens. Severe 
turbulence was believed to be 
a factor in the crash, Yemen’s 
embassy in Washington said. 
For many, Bahia’s survival was 
nothing short of miraculous. 
On Wednesday, more than 
a dozen people — most of 
them government officials — 
crowded into a small room in 
Moroni’s El Maaruf Hospital 
where Bahia lay curled in a 
fetal position, covered by a 
blue blanket. 

She was conscious with 
bruises on her face and gauze 
bandages on her right elbow 
and right foot; at one point, 
she gamely shook the hand 
of Alain Joyandet, France’s 
minister for international 
cooperation. 

“It is a true miracle. She is 
a courageous young girl,” 
Joyandet said of Bahia, who 
held onto floating debris from 
1:30 a.m to 3 p.m. before she 
was seen by a passing boat, 
which rescued her. 

“She really showed an 
absolutely incredible physical 
and moral strength,” he said. 
“She is physically out of 
danger, but she is evidently 
very traumatized.” 

Bahia was flown home to 
Paris late Wednesday aboard 
a chartered executive jet and 
was to be taken to a hospital 
for further treatment, Joyandet 
said. French and American 
recovery crews, meanwhile, 
continued to search for the 
plane’s black boxes in deep 
waters off the Comoros after 
detecting a distress beacon. 
Officials hope the flight data 
and cockpit voice recorders 
will provide clues to the cause 
of the crash. Once retrieved, 
they will be taken to France 
for analysis, Yemenia said. 

It was not immediately clear 
which section of the passenger 
cabin the girl had been sitting 
in. But if the plane flew into 
the water at speed, the impact 
damage to the fuselage would 
have been so violent and 
extensive that no part of the 


cabin would have been safer 
than any other, experts said. 
Hassan al-Hawthi, the head 
of maintenance at Yemenia, 
told reporters Wednesday 
that air traffic controllers had 
instructed the pilot to change 
course because of the strong 
wind. He said there was no 
distress call before the crash. 
The London-based 

International Federation of 
Air Line Pilots Association 
said the plane may have been 
trying to go around for another 
approach when it hit the sea. 
The 9,558-feet (2,913-meter) 
long runway at Prince Said 
Ibrahim International Airport 
on Moroni island is adequate 
for modem airliners, but is 
considered a difficult one 
due to weather conditions 
and the surrounding hills. 
Some airlines provide special 
training to pilots who need to 
fly in there. 

Pilots coming in from the 
north, as the Yemenia flight 
was doing, must land their 
planes visually and don’t have 
any all-weather instmment 
landing system to help them. 

4 The field in question is thought 
of as being challenging, and 
certain operators consider it 
a daytime-only airport,” said 
Gideon Ewers of the pilots’ 
association. 

Tuesday’s crash came two 
years after aviation officials 
reported equipment faults with 
the plane. 

The French air accident 
investigation agency BEA 
was sending a team of safety 
investigators, accompanied 
by advisers from Airbus, to 
Comoros, an archipelago of 
three main islands 1,800 miles 
(2,900 kilometers) south of 
Yemen, between Africa’s 
southeastern coast and the 
island of Madagascar. 

A judicial inquiry headed by 
three judges was also opened 
to determine the cause of the 
crash and those who eventually 
could be held responsible. 
Rescue boats plied the waters 
north of the main island 
Wednesday and scores of 
people gathered on nearby 
beaches to watch. 

“The sea is pretty rough at 
the present time, the wind is 
blowing hard and the drift 
is strong ... The bodies of 
the victims and the debris 
are drifting rapidly towards

the north,” said Christophe 
Prazuck, spokesman for the 
French military joint staff. 

The tragedy prompted 
an outcry in Comoros, 
where residents have long 
complained of a lack of seat 
belts on Yemenia flights and 
planes so overcrowded that 
passengers had to stand in the 
aisles.

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Federer beats Karlovic to 
reach Wimbledon semis

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 
— Roger Federer neutralized 
Ivo Karlovic’s huge serves 
Wednesday to reach the 
Wimbledon semifinals 

and move a step closer to 
a record 15th Grand Slam 
championship. Two-time 
finalist Andy Roddick, Andy 
Murray and Tommy Haas 
completed the final four. 

In a match featuring short 
points and few rallies, Federer 
conjured up a few great 
returns to break the 6-foot- 
10 Croatian twice and secure 
a 6-3, 7-5, 7-6 (3) victory on 
another sunbaked day at the 
All England Club. 

Federer, closing in on his sixth 
Wimbledon title, reached his 
21st consecutive semifinal at 
a Grand Slam tournament and 
extended his winning streak 
to 17 matches with another 
vintage performance on his 
favorite Centre Court. 

“I love the record I have of 
reaching so many semifinals 
in Grand Slams in a row — 21 
is quite a number,” Federer 
said. “It shows how consistent 
I’ve been.” 

It was Federer’s ninth win in 
10 matches against Karlovic, 
who was playing in his first 
Grand Slam quarterfinal. 
Federer’s next opponent will 
be Germany’s Haas, who 
upset fourth-seeded Novak 
Djokovic 7-5, 7-6 (6), 4-6, 
6-3 to advance to his first 
Wimbledon semifinal. The 31- 
year-old Haas was the oldest 
player in the quarters, while 
the 22-year-old Djokovic was 
the youngest. 

The third-seeded Murray 
swept Juan Carlos Ferrero 7- 
5, 6-3, 6-2 to reach his first 
Wimbledon semifinal and 
keep up his bid to become the 
first British player to win the 
men’s title since Fred Perry in 
1936. 

Murray will face the sixth- 
seeded Roddick, who served 
43 aces and outlasted 2002 
champion Lleyton Hewitt 6- 
3, 6-7 (10), 7-6 (1), 4-6, 6-4 
in the day’s most competitive 
match. Hewitt battled back 
from two sets to one down, 


before Roddick broke for 5- 
4 in the fifth and then served 
out the match — which ended 
after 3 hours, 50 minutes 
when the Australian popped 
up a forehand half-volley past 
the baseline. 

“It’s a testament to the type of 
player he is that he kept going 
and made it such a fight,” said 
the 26-year-old Roddick, who 
lost to Federer in the 2004 and 
4 05 Wimbledon finals. 

“I think there’s a lot of 
respect there. We used to get 
into it a little bit when we 
were younger, but I think we 
definitely earned each other’s 
respect. Now we’re just a 
couple of old married dudes, 
so maybe we’ve grown up a 
little bit.” 

Murray has a 6-2 edge against 
Roddick, including a straight- 
set win at Wimbledon in 2006. 
The American knows he can 
expect a raucous partisan 
atmosphere when the two 
meet on Friday with a spot in 
the final on the line. 

“I’m just going to pretend 
when they say 6 Come on, 
Andy’ that they mean me,” 
Roddick said. 

Hewitt, who had 21 aces 
himself, said he did all that he 
could to deal with Roddick’s 
rocket serves. 

“You know you’re going to get 
aced a lot,” he said. “I knew 
that going into the match. 


You’re going to get some 
break points and you’re going 
to see them go pretty quickly 
as well. It was a matter of 
trying to hang in there as much 
as possible and make him play 
that extra shot. I was nearly 
able to do it.” 

Murray broke Ferrero five 
times, served 18 aces and 
lost serve only once. Murray 
had 49 winners, compared to 
20 for the Spaniard, a former 
No. 1 and only third wild 
card to reach the Wimbledon 
quarters. 

It was a dominant performance 
by Murray, the first Briton to 
reach the semifinals since Tim 
Henman did it for the fourth 
time in 2002. 

“I feel confident because I’ve 
won a lot of matches on the 
grass,” Murray said. “But 
every day, when I get up to play 
the matches, I know that I’m 
going to have to perform very 
well, and that gets the nerves 
and the adrenaline going and 
makes me play better.” 
Karlovic served 23 aces to 
raise his tournament total to 
160, but it was Federer who 
never faced a break point. The 
second-ranked Swiss star won 
74 of 85 points on serve and 
was taken to deuce only once, 
in the sixth game of the third 
set. Federer got out of that jam 
with a 129 mph service winner 
and a 128 mph ace. 


“It’s difficult because there’s 
not really any baseline rallies 
on his serve or on my serve,” 
Federer said. “You expect a 
tough scoreline all the time. 
It’s not easy to break him. I’m 
very happy to break him twice 
and win the match.” 

The statistics told the story: 
Federer had 39 winners and 
only seven unforced errors, 
to 29 winners (almost all 
on serve) and 17 errors for 
Karlovic. 

Federer grabbed the upper 
hand early when he broke 
Karlovic in the fourth game 
of the match with flashes of 
brilliance. 

He got to break point with a 
reflex backhand return winner 
off a 130 mph serve and then 
ripped a forehand return 


winner off a 122 mph serve, 
pumping his fist and shouting, 
“Come on!” 

It was the first time Karlovic 
had been broken during the 
tournament after winning 80 
consecutive service games. 
“He returned unbelievable few 
shots and I could not really 
react on it,” said Karlovic, who 
added that he was bothered 
by the sun in his eyes before 
putting on sunglasses for the 
rest of the match. 

The first extended rally of 
the match — and one of only 
a handful during the entire 
contest — didn’t take place 
until the fourth game of the 
second set, a 15-stroke point 
that ended with a Federer 
forehand winner 35 minutes 
into the match. □

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Michael Phelps doesn’t 
plan to experiment with any 
new suits at next week’s 
U.S. championships. Other 
swimmers aren’t so confident 
they should stick with what 
they’ve worn in the past. 

Last week’s ruling by FINA 
to approve more high-tech 
suits leaves them with some 
decisions to make. 

Five-time Olympian Dara 
Torres expects to try different 
suits and make a last-minute 
decision. U.S. team coach 
Mark Schubert said he 
would advise swimmers to 
experiment with various 
options and choose what they 
feel most comfortable with. 
The problem is that for many 
elite swimmers, their primary

income comes from the suit 
manufacturer sponsoring them 
— and they may believe that 
company no longer makes the 
fastest suit. 

“If you do wear what you think 
is the fastest suit and then you 
break a contract, it’s a very, 
very delicate, tough situation,” 
Torres said on a conference 
call on Wednesday, adding that 
other swimmers have talked to 
her about the dilemma. 

Phelps told The Associated 
Press he’s sticking with 
Speedo. 

“It’s the only suit I’ve ever 
worn in my life,” he said 
in a phone interview on 
Wednesday. “I’m confident 
that I have the best suit on, and 
when I stand up on the block 
that’s what I’m thinking.” 

The introduction of Speedo’s 
NASA-designed LZR Racer 


suit 16 months ago sparked a 
flood of world records — and 
compelled some swimmers 
with contracts with other 
companies to compete in the 
LZR. 

Now swimmers are wondering 
if newer suits by other 
manufacturers may be even 
faster. 

The Jaked 01 and Arena X- 
Glide suits in particular are 
generating much buzz — and 
both are approved to be used 
at the U.S. champs. 
“Obviously athletes each 
have their own companies 
and have a desire to be 
successful,” Schubert said on 
the conference call. “That puts 
them in difficult situations. 
That’s one reason we need to 
roll the suits back so that’s less 


of a factor.” 

Speedo, which sponsors many 
of the top U.S. swimmers, said 
on Tuesday it was “continuing 
to evaluate the situation 
internally.” 

Steve Lochte, father of 
Olympic gold medalist Ryan 
Lochte, said his son “made 
a long-term commitment to 
Speedo and is going to be 
loyal to Speedo.” But the 
elder Lochte, a longtime 
swim coach, acknowledged 
the technological arms race 
could strain even the most 
loyal endorser. If at the worlds 
this month a particular suit 
is setting records left and 
right, Ryan will face quite a 
conundrum. 

Steve Lochte was taken aback 
to hear Spain’s Aschwin 


Wildeboer Faber had set the 
100-meter backstroke world 
record earlier in the day. Faber 
finished seventh at the Beijing 
Olympics, nearly a second 
behind gold medalist Aaron 
Peirsol’s world record-setting 
time — which Faber broke on 
Wednesday. 

Of course, Lochte had to ask: 
What was he wearing? The 
answer: a Jaked. It’s a question 
that will be posed many more 
times this summer. 

“It does take away from some 
things,” Phelps said. “A lot 
of swimmers are going to put 
up a lot of great times this 
summer, and a lot of it is going 
to be headlined by the suits. I 
just think it’s not fair to other 
athletes and the athletes out 
there performing.’Q

Former boxing champ, Managua 
Mayor Alexis Arguello dead

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) — Boxing great and Managua 
Mayor Alexis Arguello died at his home of a single gunshot to 
his chest in an apparent suicide on Wednesday. 

An autopsy report said the bullet hit 57-year-old Arguello’s heart 
and left lung, and concluded the probable cause was suicide. 
Assistant judicial police chief Glenda Zavala said Arguello shot 
himself with a 9 mm pistol and was already dead when relatives 
brought him to the hospital. 

Arguello, who was elected mayor of Nicaragua’s capital last 
year, had spoken publicly of his struggle with depression, 
alcohol and drug use. 

He retired from boxing in 1995 with a record of 82-8 with 65 
knockouts and was a champion in three weight divisions. He 
was perhaps best known for two thrilling battles with Aaron 
Pryor and fights with Ray Mancini, Bobby Chacon and Ruben 
Olivares. “I’m kind of in a daze right now. I can’t believe what 
I’m hearing,” Pryor told The Associated Press. “Those were 
great fights we had. This was a great champion.” 

Nicknamed “The Explosive Thin Man,” Arguello was inducted 
into the International Boxing Hall of Fame in 1992, where flags 
were flying at half-staff in his honor on Wednesday. 

In 1999, a panel of experts assembled by The AP voted Arguello 
the best junior lightweight and sixth-best lightweight of the 
20th century. He never lost at 130 pounds (59 kilograms), and 
his popularity in his own country was so great that he carried 
the flag for Nicaragua at the Beijing Olympics. 

“Not only was he one of the greatest fighters I’ve ever seen, 
he was the most intelligent fighter,” Bob Arum, who promoted 
some of his biggest fights, told The Associated Press. “He was 
a ring tactician. Every move was thought out. And he was a 
wonderful, wonderful person.” 

Arguello turned pro in 1968 and promptly lost his first bout. He 
didn’t lose much more, and six years later knocked out Olivares 
in the 13th round to win the world featherweight title. 

Arguello went on to win the super featherweight and lightweight 
titles, his 1.78-meter (5-foot-10) frame allowing him to move 
up in weight without losing his tremendous punching power. 
At the time, he was only the sixth boxer to win championships 
in three weight classes, and was considered for a while the best 
pound-for-pound fighter in the world. 

Panama’s Roberto Duran, another world champion at three 
weights, expressed disbelief. 

“I can’t believe it. He was my friend, my brother,” Duran said. 
“His death is a great loss for world boxing and a much greater 
loss for Nicaragua.’Q

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Magnate asume presidency en 
Panama ante desaf ios nor crisis 


CIUDAD DE PANAMA (Reuters) 
- El magnate de los supermercados 
Ricardo Martinelli asumio el miercoles 
la presidencia de Panama, con el reto de 
guiar al pais en medio de la crisis global 
y concretar promesas de apoyo a los mas 
necesitados. 

Martinelli, que se impuso holgadamente 
en los comicios de mayo a la candidata 
del saliente Partido Revolucionario 
Democratico (PRD), ofrecio en su campana 
grandes proyectos como un sistema de metro 
para la capital y mas gasto en vivienda. 
“Hare todo lo que este a mi alcance para 
avanzar los ideales de una economia 
libre, desafiando el pendulo ideologico 
de Latinoamerica”, dijo en su asuncion 
Martinelli, quien relevo en el cargo al 
izquierdista Martin Torrijos. 

El nuevo mandatario, de 57 anos, ha 
dicho que una de sus prioridades sera 
concretar un tratado de libre comercio 
con Estados Unidos firmado en el 2007, 
pero que quedo estancado en el Congreso 
estadounidense por criticas acerca de que 
el pais centroamericano es un paraiso fiscal 
para extranjeros. 


Impulsadaporlaindustriadelaconstruccion, 
se espera que la economia panamena crezca 
un 3 por ciento este ano, sin embargo ese 
seria su desempeno mas debil desde el 
2002, limitado por la crisis global por la 
que se ha desplomado el trafico comercial 
a traves del Canal de Panama, otro motor 
economico clave.

Congreso Honduras aprueba suspender 
garantias en toque de queda 


TEGUCIGALPA (AP) - El Congreso 
hondureno aprobo el miercoles la 
suspension de algunas garantias 
individuales durante las horas en 
que esta vigente un toque de queda, 
mientras el gobierno de Roberto 
Micheletti desafio el ultimatum 
de la OEA de restituir al depuesto 
presidente Manuel Zelaya. 

El acuerdo del Congreso fue avalado 
por aclamacion y suspende la libertad 
de asociacion y de circulacion, entre 
otras, dijo a periodistas el diputado 
Rolando Dubon, del oficialista 
Partido Liberal. 

“No se trata de un estado de estado 
de excepcion ni de un estado de 
sitio”, aseguro Dubon. “Esto se hace 
por el riesgo que existe porque se 
sospecha que hay muchas personas 
de otros paises en Honduras y se 
teme que puedan estar intentado 
acciones contra la ciudadania y el 


nuevo gobiemo”, anadio, aunque no 
dio mas detalles sobre la supuesta 
presencia de extranjeros. 

Anadio que estan exceptuados 
de la suspension de garantias las 
ambulancias, los bomberos, las 
patmllas y vehiculos que transportan 
combustibles y los diarios locales. 
Tampoco hay restricciones para los 
medios de comunicacion, aseguro. 

El toque de queda esta previsto que 
al menos hasta el viernes se aplique 
de las 10 de la noche a las 5 de la 
manana. 

El gobierno desafio el miercoles el 
ultimatum de la OEA de restituir al 
depuesto presidente Manuel Zelaya, 
mientras los hondurenos divididos 
volvieron a tomar las calles tanto 
para apoyar al mandatario designado 
Roberto Micheletti como para exigir 
el regreso del gobemante derrocado. 
Unas horas despues de que la OEA 


pusiera un plazo de tres dias para que 
se restituya en el poder a Zelaya, el 
gobiemo de Micheletti advirtio que 
no admite intervenciones extemas, 
al tiempo que iniciaba esfuerzos 
para acercarse a la comunidad 
intemacional y convencerla de que 
no se han violentado las leyes. 

“No estamos dispuestos a restituirlo, 
porque el ha cometido delitos”, 
declaro el miercoles a la radio 
colombiana La FM. 

“Esperamos la comprension y la 
rectificacion de estos paises que 
realmente solo han escuchado una 
parte del problema”, senalo. 
Micheletti habia asegurado que 
una mision hondurena ya estaba 
en Washington “para presentar la 
verdad de lo que sucedio en el pais”, 
aunque posteriormente su canciller 
Enrique Ortez Colindres dijo a la 
AP que no habia ningun grupo en 


la capital estadounidense pero que 
el embajador hondureno en Estados 
Unidos Roberto Flores habia sido 
convocado para consultas. 

Flores, designado por el gobiemo 
de Zelaya, retorno el miercoles 
a Tegucigalpa y reconocio como 
legitimas a las nuevas autoridades. 
“Yo reconozco a la cancilleria y a 
las autoridades que estan en este 
momento tomando decisiones en este 
pais”, dijo el diplomatico a periodistas 
a su llegada al aeropuerto. 

Zelaya, depuesto el domingo por 
las fuerzas armadas, postergo 
para el sabado sus intenciones de 
retornar el jueves a Tegucigalpa 
acompanado de algunos mandatarios 
latinoamericanos, a fin de dar tiempo 
a las gestiones diplomaticas de la 
OEA.Q
